I exhaust 
this point when I say that A. G. Spalding is 
the only instance in the history of the game 
of a bail player developing into a 2 
manager. Jobnny Ward, no doubt, think 
he could manage. Johnny also calls himself 
a lawyer. Why doesn’t he practice law, 
then? Simply because he isa ball player 
nothing more—and couldn’t make enough 
money atlaw in a yearto pay one week’s 
board out of fifty-two.’”

Judge Lewis and his men were so startled 
that they did not pursue Jennings for a few 
minutes, but they had time to shelter them- 
selves in the trees when Howard collected 
his forces and charged them. An irregular 
volley was tired at the outlaws 
with deadly effect. A ball from a Win- 
chester plowed a furrow around Wilson 
Howard’s neck. James Dear was killed and 
Jennings and several others were badly 
wounded. Both sides went under cover and 
the firing became gereral. Judge Lewis re- 
ceived a bullet through his hat and his two 
sons, who accompanied him, received flesh 
wounds. Two others, whose names are not 
known, were also wounded. 

The Howards had sémewhat the advantage 
of position, but the wounding of their leader 
made them anxious to retreat. The firing 
soon ceased on both sides, and as quickly as 
possible the Howard faction withdrew to their 
temporary fort. Judge Lewis had no mind 
to follow them, for he feared that they were 
too securely intreuched and would be rein- 
forced. Besides neither gang tared to in- 
dulge in ä fight shoulder to shoulder. The 
mountaineer is a bushwhacker and fights be- 
hind cover or fights not at all, 

The town party accordingly withdrew 
their forces, and, going back, encamped 
themselves in the court-house. News of the 
affair was brought to Pineville, the nearest 
telegraph station, this morning. They re- 
ported that Wilson Howard had gathered 
more men and had threatened to burn the 
town that night.

TO BE EXTENDED TO THE GULF. 


The Rock Island Preparing to Extend Its 
System Through Texas. 

It is stated that the object of President 
Cable’s recent triv over the Western exten- 
tions of the Rock Island was to gain infor- 
mation regarding the nevessity of the exten- 
sions of the company’s system to the Gulf of 
Mexico. It appears the Rock Island has 
contemplated for some time an extension to 
the gulf, and it is now believed that acting on 
the suggestion of Assistant General Manager 
McFarland a line through Texas will be built. 
A survey has been made from Kingfisher, 
1. T., to Wichita Fails. Texas. From that 

int the route will be te Bowie and thence to 

ort Worth. A traffic arrangement is said to 
have been made with the San Antonio & 
Aransas Pass railroad for an outlet to 
the coast. The surveying corps will ex- 
tend its operations between Fort Worth and 
San Antonio, and the result will be sub- 
mitted to President Cable as soon as possible. 
Tnis move on the part of the Kock Island is 
regarded as likely to result in a great deal of 
opposition from the Missouri, Kansas & 

exas. It is said efforts are being made by 
the latter to induce the Ruck Islund to aban- 
doned the project by granting it such 
concessions as would enabie it to 
secure an outlet to ‘the gulf without 
building an indepehdent line. It is believed 
both Chicago and Kansas City would be 
greatly benefited by the construction of the 
new extension, as ig, erm enjoy a direct 
line to Texas points. o ultimate intention 
of the Rock Island is to make a strong bid 
for New Mexico business. In this connec- 
mon a survey has been made from Liberal, the 
Southern Kansas terminal of the Rock ISI. 
and, to Taos Pass, N. M. From there a di- 
rect route can be obtained to El Paso, and it 
is understood work will be begun in earnest 
as soon as the buildingof the Texas branch 
has been authorized by the stockholders. By 
way of confirmation of these projects it is 
int:mated that the grating of tine new line 
from Kingston to Reno was undertaken in 
view of the other improvements contem- 
plated. President Cable declines to either 
deny or confirm these reports, but the indica- 
tuons are that the new scnemes will be car- 
ried out in the near future. 


TO MEET OUTSIDE COMPETITION. 


The Trans-Missourl Agreement Is Amend- 
. _ed for That Purpose.

Notwithstanding anything in this article con- 
tained, each member wom 6 ut its ril, make at 
any time, witbout previous notice, such rate, 
rule, or regulation as may be necéssary to meet 
the competition of lines not members of the as 
sociation, giving at the same time notice to the 
Chairman of its action in the premises. If the 
upon investigation, shall decide 
that suen rate is not necessary to 
meet the competition of lines. not mem- 
bers of the ussociation, and shali so notify the 
road making the rate, it shall immediately with- 
draw such rate. At the next meeting of Bs- 
sociation held after the making of such rate it 
shall be reported to the association, and if the 
association shall decide by a two-thirds vote that 
such rate was not made in faith to meet 
such competition the member offending shail be 
subject to the penalty ded in Sec. 8 of this 
article, If the associa shall decide by a two 
thirds vote that such rate was made in good 
fuith to meet such competition it shail be consid- 
ered as authority for the rate so made. :

THE ILLINOIS JURY Law. 

The attempt to get a jury in the Cronin 
case, begun the 30th of August last, was suc- 
cessful the Nd of October. During that 
period of time fifty-five special venires were 
issued, on which 1,115 persons were brought 
into court to be examined as to their qualifi- 
cations to act as jurors. Of these thirteen 
were exempt, 175 were peremptorily chal- 
lenged, leaving 927, of whom about half per- 
jured their way out of court, while the rest, 
good material for jurors, as good as that 
finally secured, were rejected because they 
were disqualifiea by the intolerable criminal 
law of Illinois, which insists that issues be- 
tween the community and those charged 
with a violation of the laws shall be tried by 
a class of men almost impossible to find. 

Can a word be said in defense of a law un- 
der which such things as this can be done! 
Stating it mildly, here were 500 men, each of 
whom was perfectly qualified to serve, and 
who would have done justice as between the 
State and tne defendants, who were barred 
out merely because they read the papers and 
were intelligent enough to have views con- 
cerning matters of interest published in 
them. Is it not about time that this leniency 
for the criminal classes in the interest of 
the criminal lawyers shall stop! When 
things come to that pass that there is no 
| hope of the conviction of great offenders gov- 
ernment might just as well quit and let the 
people take care of their criminais after sim- 
pler methods. 

The criminal lawyers will raise the cry 
that if the jury law is amended there will be 
danger of innocent men going to the peniten- 
tiary. That is twaddle, and they know it. 
The penitentiaries of those States where the 
law is more strictly enforced than here may 
be raked with a fino-tooth comb ana not an 
innocent man can be found in them by reason 
of their better jury systems. There is not 
un innocent man in an IIlinois penitentiary, 
but there have deen a number of innocent 
men murdered from time to time by burglars 
and highway robbers who are as yet un- 
avenged because the criminal law of this 
State is made for the benefit of the guilty 
atid not of the innocent. For every big 
criminal who goesto Joliet there are three 
who ought to go there, but who escape be- 
cause the laws are made to clear them it they 
have money to fee attorneys who can take ad- 
vantage of our loose criminal laws. 

The criminal has on his side the increasing 
tenderness of men who give the accused the 
benefit of every shadow of doubt sooner than 
punish him. Not one of the 500 ruled out as 
jurors in the Cronin case because he had 
formed and expressed ex parte opinions but 
would have given the defendants a fair and 
honest trial and would have shrunk from 
convicting them, whatever his previous im- 
| pressions had been, if the testimony for the 
State did not justify him in doingso. It is 
possible that an unbiased, impartial jury 
could not have been secured at Richmond for 
the trial of Jeff Davis, for in the eyes of 
some he would have been a traitor, in those 
of others a patriot. But in the Cronin case 
there was no American politics atleast. It 
was simply a question of the weight to be 
given to the evidence to be introduced by the 
State in regard toa crime committed. Each 
juror would have gone into the box witha 
prejudice against murder, but none against 
the men charged with having committed one 
until it wasshown they did it. Therefore 
the next Legislature should amend the law 
so that it shall read that a man is eligible no 
matter what he may have read or thought on 
newspaper ex parte reports, provided always 
he will declare that he is able to give the ac- 
cused a fair trial on the facts proved. No 
one need fear in this merciful age that men 
will say falsely in order to get on the jury 
that they may convict. It is in the interest 
of the accused alone that men will thus per- 
jure themselves. Juries are not fixed”’ to 
convict, for itis always the friend of the de- 
fendant, not of the State, who tries to force 
his way onajury. If the law is not changed 
and the criminal lawyers retain their grip an 
outraged community will have to find some 
way of getting along without jurors, for the 
system as worked has about played out in 


large cities. 


WHAT WILL THE PAN-AMERICANS DO? 
Senator Sherman’s declaration at the 
Cleveland banquet to the Pan-Americans to 
the effect that he was almost persuaded to 
become a convert to free trade, provided that 
freedom of trade could be restricted to the 
three Americas, provoked great applause, but 
it is doubtful whether the Ohio Senator 
would vote in Washington m the way he 
talked at Cleveland. There is no doubt the 
United States could quickly develop a big 
trade with the Argentine Republic and other 
Southern nations if it would only permit 
their wbol product to come in free. Would 
John Sherman vote to do that? Would he 
undertake to face the opposition ot Delano, 
Lawrence & Uo. anc the New Mexican 
ranchmen? It is easy to talk at a ban- 
quet about better trade relations and 
even hint at free trade with the 
Central and South American countries, 
but when it comes to taking avy action 
in that direction protected interests in this 
country will fight it bitterly. Ia dealing 
with the nations south of this country the 
United States must expect to give as well as 
take, but each protected interest here will 
refuse to surrender any of its advantage. 
That is what makes the problem before the 
Pan-American Congress so difficult to solve. 
If the United States could offer to free list 
wool, .copper ores, and dry as well as green 
hides of South America it could probably ob- 
tain important concessions for the admission 
of the manufactures of this country at Cen- 
tral and South American ports. But any 
such proposition will be opposed with the ut- 
most bitterness right here in the United 
States. The delegates from this country are 
put in the position of asking free 
trade from other American nations 
without offering to give anything in 
return. Then, too, the Southern na- 
tions all have treaties with European 
| countries which contain we “ favored na- 
tion clause.

There will now be a spasmodic effort on the 
part of tne Porte to inaugurate reforms in 
order to appease the wrath of civilized 
Europe, but if Turkish administration is 
allowed to continue the effort will be a short- 
lived one. The unspeakable Turk is incapa- 
ble of toleration for Christians as he is 
incapable of keeping an obligation, and if 
Russia resorts to arms to wrest Armenia 
from Turkey and save the Armenian 
Christians from further outrage the whole 
Christian world will wish her godspeed. 


FARMERS IN CONVENTION. 

A number of wheat-growers in the Missis- 
sippi Valley are in convention in St. Louis 
this week. They have met to discuss the de- 
pressed condiuon of the market for their 
produce, and some of their number have ex- 
pressed the hope that the deliberations may be 
productive of good in relieving the pressure 
which for several years past has rendered it 
impossible for the wheat-grower to obtain 
much more than starvation prices for his 
property, which is said to be in consequence 
of “new systems in business and combina- 
tions’ against the farming class. 

There is no doubt as to the fact that furm 
produce is down to near the bottom, if not 
actually there, but the cause thereof may be 
misunderstood. It is easy to look back and 
see that grain prices in the West obtained 
before the civil war averaged lower than 
those of the last two or three years, and that 
most of the things which the farmer buys 
are cheaper now than they wére then. The 
truth is that he and his family now deem 
many things essential to their comfort which 
his father and grandfather had to do with- 
out, and that his land is held at a much 
higter valuation, which leaves less in hand 
after the usual allowance for interest on capi- 


tal invested. It is true, too, that people who 


live in the cities have increased their con- 
sumption of materiei fully as much as have 
members of the farming community, so that 
the latter have not risen relatively, but it is 
a grave mistake to assume that all have not 
largely gained by the march of improvemert 
that has marked the last quarter of acentury. 
The cottage organ, the piano, and carpets on 
the floor might have been searched for vain- 
ly in the farmhouses of the United States 
“way back in the 508,“ whereas they are 
now the rule rather than the exception in 
intelligent farm housepelds, and the same is 
true of not a few other creature comforts. 
And another highly important point is that 
the labor of the farmer of today is not nearly 
so hard as was that of his predecessor of a 
generation ago. It is far easier to tend a 
machine than to sow, and mow, and culti- 
vate, and reap, and thrash by sheer manual 
strength, which was the rule in the good 
old times before the war which 30 many 
talk about at the expense of justice to the 
present. 

The grumbiers may, however, find a grain 
of comfort in comparisons which tend to 
show that the consumption of many articles 
of human food is overtaking production. 
This is especially true of wheat, which is the 
subject of present complaint. The crop of 
this year, though claimed to be sufficiently 
pleutitul to warrant low prices, is admitted 


to be some 15,000,000 bushels less than that of 


1884, though in the meantime a vast area in 
the Northwest has been added to that for- 
meriy devoted to wheat culture. And a con- 
siderable part of that added area is already 
“playing out,” havimg been exhausted, at 
least for the time being, by continuous crop- 
ping to this important cereal. It wouid

In Australia the discovery of subterranean 
supplies of water available. tor irrigation, 
and a resort to that aid in our 
ain regions, may yet make considerable areas 
available for wheat-growing, aud there is 
room for some increase in South America. 
But it is doubtful if, on the whole, the pro- 
duction of wheat will keep pace during the 
next decade with the steady augment in pop- 
ulation which is now in progress and not 
likely to be interrupted except by war or 
pestilence. It may even be assumed as prob- 
able that ere long it will be found necessary 
for the bread-eaters of the Old World to re- 


sort to the consumption of our Indian corn 


as à partial substitute for wheat and rye. 

The now complaining farmers may, there- 
fore, “take heart o’ grace” from the pros- 
pect that the demand for wheat will increase 
s0 much in proportion to the supply that they 
will soon have more to say in the dictation 
of prices than has been permitted them for 
three or four years past. They may also de- 
pend upon it that such a change in cond? 
tions would bring to them better returns for 
their toil, irrespective of the possible action 
of syndicates or trusts, and they have luttle 
to hope from an agitation of the subject so 
long as the speculators are able to piead that 
there is more wheat in the world than is 
wanted. The relation of supply to demana 
has exercised a potent influence on prices in 
the past, and there need be no doubt that it 
will do so in the future. 

FACTION FIGHT IN NEW YORK CITY. 

Tammany bas its tomahawk out of its belt 


and is determined to force a fight with the 


other faction called the County Democracy 


in New York. The efforts of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee to effect a reconcilia- 
tion have been fruitless, and the only con- 


cession Tammany will make is a union in 


certain districts where the strength of the 
two parties is about equaily divided. The 
field being thus cleared the County Democ- 
racy and the Republicans will unite to clean 
out Tammany if they can doit. The outlook 
is thus stated by the New York Heraid: 


The County Democracy will put a complete 
legislative ticket in the field. In those districts 
where they have sufficient strength to make 
what they believe to be a winning fight against 
Tammany the Republicans will refrain from 
nominating candidates in the hope of still fur- 
ther increasing the Counties chances. The ma- 
chine vote will be used for this purpose. In the 
districts where the candidacy of a Republican 1s 
thought to be essential to the Counties’ success 
one will be nominated, 

The Republicans are acting on the assumption 
that a County Democrat is a better one than a 
Tammany man so far as worrying Gov. Hill and 
helping to fight the local machine are concerned, 
and have high hopes of securing a new ohar- 
ter for city and sonte offices for themselves, 
Hence their willingness to give aid to the ene- 
my. They re out, too, that with two Demo- 
crats running in every district they can capture 
two and perhaps four Senatorial districts. 


For the Juigeships and other offices a citi- 
zens’ convention will nominate candidates. 
The fight now promises to be an interesting 
and exciting one. The union of the County 
Democrats and Republicans really means 
the Americans vs. the Imsb, with the Ger- 
mans divided. Nine-tenths of the Irish be- 
long to Tammany. Nine-tenths of the Amer- 
ican Democrats belong to the County Democ- 
racy, and the other one-tenth to Tammany. 
The Protestant Germans go with the County 
Democrats and the Catholic Germans with the 
Tammany Irish, and the scattering national- 
ities divide on the same lines. A fight under 
such circumstances is likely to be a brisk 
one. There are other splits throughout the 
State growing out of the Hill-Cleveland 
fight. The Queens County Democrats will 
not abide by Hill’s dictation, and a formida- 
dle volt has occurred there, likewise in Che- 
mung County., where the recalcitrants re- 
fused to accept Hill’s dispatch trom Tennes- 
see ordering the nomination of one of his 
henchmen.

ANOTHER SECTARIAN ‘SCHOOL HISTORY 
WAR IN BOSTON, 

The recent schoolbook controversy in Bos- 
ton, in which Mr. Swintoujs history was us- 
sailed for its alleged lack of veracity in mat- 
ters pertaining to the Roman Catholic 
Church, particularly the sale of indulgences, 
will be well remembered. Now another 
controversy has arisen and is raging with 
corresponding violence, but this time the 
boot is on tne other leg, and, curiously 
enough, the offender in this instance is An- 
‘derson’s General History, which was substi- 
tuted for Swinton’s by the School Board. It 
is charged that the substitute has been so 
thoroughly Romanized to suit the Roman 
Catholics that itis bad history. The matter 
has been brought before the School Board 
upon a motion to substitute still another 
history, and action is to be taken before the 
municipal election, so that the issue may be 
squarely made in the choice of the new mem- 
bers of the School Board. 

The Committee of Une Hundred, an or- 
ganization similar to our Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, has taken up the matter vigorously. In 
making up its case for presentation to the 
board it asked for the opinions of President 
Warrea of the Boston University, Prof. Shel- 
don the historian, Edward Everett Hale, the 
Rev. D. Miner, the Rev. James M. Gray, Jo- 
seph Cook, and others. The four last named 
have presented a formidable indictment, 
showing that the earlier and more correct 
edition of the history has been doctored to 
suit the Catholics in such a manner that it is 
now an intensely partisan Roman Catholic 
book; They set torth that the author bim- 
self acknowledges he revised his own work 
to suit Roman Catholic critics, which of 
itself should be sufficient warrant for throw- 
ing it out. Such glaring literary dishonesty 
ought not to pass uorebuked. They further 
show that the book makes no allusion to the 
abuses of indulgences or to tne Inquisition; 
that it alludes to the Reformation as what is 
called the Reformation ’’; that it declares the 
object of Henry II. ‘was “to diminish 
the powers and privileges of the clergy ”’ in- 
stcad of to reform the abuses and correct 
the vices of the clergy,“ as the text read in 
the early edition; and that it omits all de- 
tailed reference to the United States, “thus 
failing to set this country in its proper rela- 
tions to other countries.” Prof. Sheldon also 
condemns the book in unmeasured terms as 
showing a rather surprising degree of 
looseness or misconception in relation to 
ecclesiastical topics, and that the excisions 
and changes made in the text of tne earlier 
edition are at the expense of historical fair- 
ness of judgment and correcthess of state- 
ment. In illustration he makes the follow- 
ing points:

I 
don’t care if you are an officer,”’ he said.

The Brooktyn Widow Claims There Was a

New Tonk, Oct. 23.—[Speciai.|—An un

The last Mrs. Bowman, formerly Miss Es- 
telle Platt of Breoklya, said today that there 
was a will, and that it would be produced in 
good time. 

A reporter called at the Platt residence in 
Carroi! street, Brooklyn, to inquire what 
steps Mrs. Bowman intended to take to se- 
cure the property left by her husband. The 
widow, who has been greatly shocked by the 
tragedy, spoke through rs. Platt. her 
mother. and declared that there was a will,

Heavy Damages to Milling Property at 
Winona, Minn.—Loss of Life at Daluth. 
WINONA, Miun., Oct. 28,—[Special.]—Fire, sup 

posed to have caught from the mill chimney, 

broke out in the cupola of the L. C. Porter 

Milling company’s big elevator atlo'’clock this 

morning and burned with such flerceness that 

in a couple of hours both the elevater and the 

mill adjoining burned to the ground. The mill 

was one of the largest in the Northwest, and was 

recently entirely refitted with new machinery 
and appliances. Its capacity was 1,500 barrels 
per day. A few flour-sacks and a small amount 
of flour were saved. Sixty men are thrown out of 
employment. Forty thousand bushels of wheat 
were in the elevator,25,000 of which was ready for 
grinding: Six hundred barrels of four were also 

lost. The direct loss is between $150,000 and 8160, 

000. The property was insured for about two- 

thirds its value in blanket policy form. The in- 

direct loss is heavy, as the mill was running to 
the utmost capacity and was several weeks be- 
hind ea orders, Lumber-vards adjoining were 
slightly damaged by fire. Two hours later fire 
broke out in the elevator of the Winona Milling 
company, butit was subdued withafew hun- 
dred dollars’ loss; fully insured. The Porter 

mill will probably be rebuilt.

WAITING FOR A CASTING VOTE, 


The Tax-Coupon Question Which Divides 
the Supreme Court—Granger Cases Ad- 
vanced. 
Wasainetox, U. C., Oct. 21.—When the 

Virgitiia tax-coupon cases were reached on 
the United States Supreme Court docket to- 
day the Chief Justice announced that their 
hearing would be postponed until there was 
a full bench. The court is about equally di- 
vided. on the Virginia bond question, and it 
is not improbable thatthe new Justice to be 
appointed by President Harrison will have 
the casting vote in this important question, 
which has been before the court in one form 
or another for some years. The Supreme 
Court several years ago, by a close vote, de- 
cided that the coupons on the bonds of the 
State were receivable for taxes, and must be 
accepted by the tax collector. The State re- 
sisted, and passed laws whith practically 
rendered the Supreme Court’s decision of no 
effect. The present cases come up on @ suit 
brought to test the validity of these laws, 
and the whole question in dispnte may be re- 
opened, No decisions of general interest 
were rendered. : 

The Supreme Court today granted the mo- 
tion to advance the cases of the Chic 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway company an 
the Minneapolis & Eastern railway company 
against the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion of Minnesota, and announced that the 
date of hearing would be fixed when there 
was a full bench. These are what are known 
as the Grauger cases, and involve the consti- 
tutionality of the State law giving to the 
Railroad ana Warehouse Commission author- 
ity to fix the tariff for the transportation of 
freight and passengers whenever the rates 
fixed by railroad companies are found to be 
unreasonable and unequal. 

The court also advanced and set for hear- 
ing the second Monduy in November the case 
of Samuel D. Davis against Sheriff H. G. 
Beason. This is one of the Mormon cases, 
involving the Edmunds law, Davis being in 
jail for violation of the law and seeking to 
get outon a writ of habeas corpus. 

The case of James D. Crenshaw against the 
United States was advanced and set for a 
hearing the first Monday in January. This 
is a test case brought to determine the legal- 
ity of the act of Congress passed in 1882, lim- 
iting the number of cadet graduates from 
the Naval Academy who might be appointed 
ensigns in the reguiar navy. It is contended 


that this act was void so far as it affected | 


those cadets in the academy at the time of 
the passage of the act. 

The court also advanced the case of the 
Pullman Palace Car company against H. H. 
Haywood, Treasurer, and assigned che case 
for argument at the same date (Dec. 17) set 
for the case of the same company againsi the 
State of Pennsylvania. The present case 
comes from Kansas, and both cases invoive 
the right of the respective States to tax the 
property of the car company.

It is a 
splendid estate of over 5,000 acres and the 
price paid was $50,000. Mr. Scott has spent 
nearly that amount upon its improvement, 
and it is now one of the best kept and hand- 
somest farms in the whoie South. |

exist when he made his investment. The 
New York, Philadelphia & Norfolk Rail- 
road had just been projected. It was to con- 
nect with the Delaware Division of the Penn- 
sylvania system and afford by large transfer 
steaniers a through line to Old Point Comfort, 
Norfolk, and thegSouth.

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Mississippi Valley Wheat Growers Gather 
in Convention to Discuss Means of Be- 
curing Control of the Grain Markets of 
the World and Insuring a Profit from 
the Sweat of Their Brows—Norman J. 
Cotman Chosen Permanent Chairman. 

Sr. Louis, Me Oct. 28.— [Special. — The 
wheat growers of the States and Territories 
of the Mississippi Valley assembled im con- 
vention today under the auspices of the 
Farmers’ Federation. Walter N. Allen of 
Topeka, President of the federation, calied 
the convention to order at 3 o’clock. There 
was a large attendance of delegates, the ap- 
portionment being one delegate from each 
county in the respective States and Terri- 
tories included in the Mississippi Valley and 
any farmer in the United States or Terri- 
tories who has grown 500 or more bushels of 
wheat the last year and shail certify the 
fact to the President. ' 

Mr. Allen's opening address was devoted 
to tho Principles of the Farmers’ Federa- 
tion and the Great Importance of we Unity 
of Action of the Wheat Growers of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley.“ 

He said that the Farmers’ Federation of 
the Mississippi Valiey is a corporation of 
three directors with centralized business 
power in the handsof a President and an 
Executive Board composed of heads of de- 
partments. The company was organized 
over a year ago with a capital stock of 
$20,000,000. Of this $15,000,000 is piaced in 
the hands of atrustee to forever secure to 
farmers a controlling interest in the com- 
pany. The dividends on this are to be used 
to establish a bank, erect grain elevators, 
and build stock- yards. The other $5,000,000 
is to be distriduted among farmers who do 
their own shipping, farmers’ ailiantes, Sto. 
Two million tive hundred thous and dollars of 
capital stock wil be held in the bands 
of the company to meet the demand 
for stock that may be earned. Five hundred 
thousand dollars of the capital stock is set 
apartto be issued only in the form of de- 
bentures to the commission men of St. Lonis, 
Kansas City, Chicago, and other points 
for the purchase of tneir good will and the 
just and equitable transfer of their business 
tothis company. When the convention of 
the grain growers of the Mississippi Valley 
was first broached it was looked upon iu an 
unfavorable light by the commission houses 
located in that territory. They naturally 
were under the impression that their inter- 
ests would be infringed upon. But since the 
inception of the association and the * 
tions have been thoroughly ventilated a 
of coalition has been established between the 
members of the federation and the commis- 
sion men. Mr. Allen continued: 

The unavoidable tendency, therefore, of the 
present established trade system is to bring the 
price down to the lowest limit or minimum tuost 
at which a food supply can be produced from the 
richest soils and the best pasture lands under the 
most favorable conditions of seasons and elt 
mate. For example, in tne State of Kansas 
there is acounty that produces over 2,000,000 
bushels of wheat annually, with an average 
yield for the last fifteen years of twenty-eight 
and w quarter bughels per acre; an aye not 
exceeded by any other county in e United 
States. This county was settled by an imdus- 
trious, economical class of farmers upon Gov- 
ernment land at a comparative smali cost, fa- 
vorably located as to markets, with adequate 
railroad facilities; stili the records of this 
county show, an indebtedness of 96,000,000 
in farm mortgages. As a more simple iliustra- 
tion, suppose we place lands that produce 
twenty-eight bushels of wheat per acre at @ne 
hundredfold, lands that produce fourteen bushels 
at fifty, and lands that produce ten at thirty, It 
would appear from the mortgaged condition of 
the farmers of this country that they nave been 
selling their wheat at about the cost of produc- 
tion on lands that prodaceone hundredfold. This 
is the logic of the pews established trade sys- 
tem, the evil of which we have long unwittingly 
an Tg 5 

oes entails, ore reaching | 1 
sumer the products of the farms of the Missis- 
sippi Valley are charged with $3,000,000 annually 
in elevator and stock-yards expenses,and $10,000,- .

TO AVOLD RUIN. 

Now, in order to avoid impendmg ruin, we 
must reverse this order by substituting a new 
system, fixing the price of farm products at the 
cost of production on lands that produce only 
thirty fold. This will restore the natural law of 
exchange, with equal and exact justice to ail. 
In other words, the difference between the pres- 
ent trade structure and the system proposed is 
the one tends to the minimum price that a food 
supply can be obtained without checking pro- 
duction, whiie the other seeks the maximum 
price that a food supply can be sold for without. 
diminishing consumption. 

But the question is asked, What will you do 
with the farmers who are in debt and cannot 
hold their crops?’ This proposed system does 
not require farmers to hold tne eros, only to 
hold their surplus, which in wheat amounts to 
the inconsiderable sum of one-twelfth of the 
crop raised in this country. but enough, when 
thrown upon the market, to ruin tue price of 
the whole crop. To illustrate: If a farmer 
raises 600 bushels of wheat, one-twelfth or fifty 
bushels is the surplus we ask him to hold: this, 
then, would enable him to sell the 560 bushels of 
wheat, for which there would be a legitimate 
home demand, and realize almost as much again 
money as he «ould now by placing his whole | 
crop upon the market. 

It is the business of our siatistician, from re- 
ports direct from farmers, to estimate the sup- 
ply and demand and figure oui the exact surplus 
that each farmer may have in his gragary or on 
his farm, and which he would be notified to hold 
off the market. As it is now incorrect and exagger- 
ated reports of our crops are sent out and man- 
ipulated in the interest of speculators and buy- 
ers, and they know that without concert of ac- 
tion among farmers to hold the surplus that it 
will be thrown without control upon the market, 
and the result ig our crops, year after year, are 
sacrificed and the farming interest ruined by the 
effect of low prices. 

DEMANDS OF EUROPE. 

‘Europe demands the surplus of wheat of all 
exporting countries, and must have it to bread 
her popuiation. 

The annuai shortage in the production of the 
wheat supply in the countries of Europe is about 
230,000,000 bushels. To make up this shortage 
and to furnish an adequate supply of bread for 
her peopie Europe must have the surplus wheat 
grown in the countries of Russia, India, Row 
mania, Hungary, and the United States, the 
latter furnishing 25 per cent, or about 60,000,000 
bushels, and, owing to the short crops of India 
and Russia, will be called upon to furnish this 
year avout 120.000,000 bushels. 

The proposition submitted to this convention 
is to fix the Minimum price that wheat shall be 
sold for on the Chicago market. That would es- 
tablish tne price—less the cost of transportation 
at every other trade center of the Mississippi 
Valley. Advise farmers not to sell for less, and 
to corner this surplus of 190,000,000 bushels of 
wheat in our granaries and on our farms, and to 
notify Murk dune that it will not be sent for- 
ward unless there is a price offered that will jus- 
tify exportation. This would bring up the price 
of wheatin the home market in all exporting 
countries, with reciprocal advantages to every 
industrial interest, and move the shackles of 
slavery from the agricultural classes of the worid. 

Charles H. Robinson, the pioneer Governor 
of Kansas, followed Mr. Alien. Gov. Robin- 
son said the chief object of the convention 
was to regulate prices in this country so that 
producers could get a fair profit. on ship- 
ments. Whenever Europe wanted low 
prices all it had to say was that the wheut 
market was overstocked and down we came 
to its price. This was a great injustice to the 
producers. At present Engiand seemed to 
pe well supplied with wheat, but the farmers 
of this country need only wait for a short 
while and Engiand—and even Europe itself 
would be compelled to acknowledge the su- 
periority of the American market. 

Gov. Robifison was elected temporary 
chairman of the con vention and gave way to 
Norman J. Colman, permanent chairman. 
W. N. Allen was elected Vice-President and 
Z. G. Wilson of Minnesota secretary. Robert 
Lindblom of Chicago was introduced to the 
convention as 4 representative commission 
man, Who would explain tomorrow How the 
old thing worked.” There are 200 delegates 
present, representing seventeen States and 
territories. The business tomorrow includes 
addresses by Norman J. Colman, aa address 
by S. Thornton Prime of Dwight, III., on 
“The Condition of the Wheat Crop,“ Robert 
Lindbiom of Chicago on Commission busi- 
ness, and Congressman Hatch of Missouri. 
Many of the prominent deiegates did not 
arrive until this evening, and the real work 
of the convention will be taken up tomorrow.

treaty—certain classes of criminals when 
they are asked for by foreign States whose 
laws they have violated.” Mr. Weldon 
quoted in approval of this method of pro- 
cedure the report of a British royal commis- 
sion, which had included the famous law- 

ers Lord Cockburn, Sir W. V. Harcourt, 

ir Fitz-James Stephen, and Lord Selborue. 
They suggested tuat extradition treaties 
should no longer be held to be indispensabie, 
and that, while the power of the Crown to 
enter into such treaties should be retained, 
“ statutory powers should be given to the 
prope authorities to deliver up fugitive crim- 
nals whose surrender is asked for, irrespect- 
ively of the existence of any treaty between 
the country and the State against whose law 
the offense has been committed.” 

Mr. Mills and Mr. Davies questaoned the 
propriety of the measure upon several 
grounds. They observed that provision 
could not be made for securing compliance 
with the international rule that a criminal 
should be tried for no other offense than 
that for which he had been extradited. To 
this Mr. Weldon responded that civilized 
nations receiving back their criminals couid 
be trusted to observe the rule alluded to, 
and that the Canadian Parliament could sus- 
pend from enjoying the advantages of the 
act any foreign nation infringing that rule. 
As an extradition treaty would lapse in case 
one of the parties thereto violated that rule, 
so could the act be made to lapse. Mr. Mills 
was of the opinion that no arran nt for 
surrender of any American criminal coud 
be made except with the Government of the 
United States, and that if such an errange- 
ment were made we should practically have 
a treaty. He did not think the Parlament of 
Canada could do more than provide for the 
arrest and expulsion of foreign fugitives 
from justice. 7 

There has been no official information from 
Ottawa that the measure has been aunulled 
by Downing Street, and itis difficult to see 
why the rial Government should launch 
the veto. hat will the Ottawa Govern- 
ment do if the measure be destroyed! The 
need for it is as urgent as ever. It arises, as 
Mr. Weldon said, from our peculiar ph · 
ical relation to some seventy millions of peo- 
ple between here and the Isthmus of Panama, 
who find it difficult to make a satisfactory 
extradition treaty with Great Britain, but 
who cap have no reasonabie objection to re- 
ceive trom us and enable us to rid ourselves 
of their criminals by virtue of an act of the 
Canadian Parliament. 7
